1st year 100 % of actual cost or Rs. 2000 whichever is less 
2nd year 66.6 % of actual cost or Rs. 1200 whichever is less 
3rd year 33.3 % of actual cost or Rs. 800 whichever is less.

CHAPTER 1 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title and extent.- (1) These rules may be called the Kerala 
Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites anu Remains Rules , 1971. 

(2 ) They extend to the whole State of Kerala . 
2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) Act means the Kerala Ancient Monuments and Archieological 
Sites and Remains Act, 1968 ; 

(b ) Construction means the construction of any structure and 
includes additions to or alteratious of an existing building ; 

(c) Copying , together with its graumatical variations and cognate 
expressions ,means the preparat.o 1 of copies by drawing or by photograp..y 
or by moulu or by squeezing and includes the preparation of a cinemato 
graphic blm with the aid of a hand -can.era which is capable of taking 
films of not more than eight millimeters and which does not require the use 
of a stand or involve any special previous arrangement;: 
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(d ) Filming , together with its grammatical variations and cognate 
expressions, m :ans the preparation of a cinematographic film with the aid 
of a camera which is capable of taking films of more than eight millimeters 
ani which requires the use of a stand or involves other special previous 
. arrangements : 

(e) form ’medns a form set out in the Schedule ; 

(1) mini: g operation means any operation for the purpose of 
searching for or ob ai:zing minerals and includes quarrying, excavating, 
blasti g and any operation of a like nature ; 

(g ) (prohibited area or regulated area means an area near or adjoin 
ing a protected monument which the State Government has, by notification 
in the official Gazette declared to be a prohibited area or , as the case may 
bº , a regulated area , for purposes of mining operation or construction or 
both , 

( h ) Schedule means a Schedule to these rules ; and 
(i) Section means a section of the Act, 
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CHAPTER - II 


ACCESS TO PROTECTED MONUMENTS 


3. Monuments governed by agreement.- (1) Access to protected monuments 
in re: pec of wł ich an agreement has been entered into between the owner 
and the Government under section 6 , or in re pect of which an order has 
been made by the Gover.ment under Section 9 , shall be governed by the 
provi:ions of the agreement or, as the care may be, the order; and noihing 
in rules 4 , 5 or o sh.ll be construed as affecting any such agreement or 
order. 

(2) A copy of the relevant provisions of every such agreement or order 
shall be exhibited in a conspicuous part of the monument concerned . 

4. Parls of monum -nls not open . - The Director may, by order, direct that 
any specified part of a protected monument shall not be open , permanently 
or for a specified period , to any person other than an Archaeological Officer, 
his agent: , subordinates and workmen and any other Government Servant on 
duty as : uch part . 

5. Monuments when kept open.- (1 ) The protected monuments specified 
in the Schedule :hall remain open during the hours specified against them in 
the Sched le. Protected monuments which are not so specified and to which 
neither rule 3 nor rule 4 applies shall remain open from sunrise to sunset or 
a ; spejfied in the agieements entered into for such monuments : 

Provide I that an Archaeological Officer may, by notice to be exhibited 
in a conspicuous part of the monument, direct that a protected monument 
or put thereof shall be closed temporarily for such periods as may be 
specified in the notice . 
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custom . 


( 2) Wcthing in this rule shall apply to an Archaeological Officer, his 
agents, subɔrdinates and workmen or 10 any other Government Servant og 
duty at a protected monument. 

6. Holding of meetings etc., in monuments.- (1) No protected monument 
shall be used for the purpose of holding any meeting , reception , party, - 
coaference or entertainment except under and in accordance with a 
Purmi sion in writing granted by the Government. 

(2) Nothing in sub -rile (1) shall apply to any meeting, reception , 
party, confere.ice or entertain.nent which is held in pusuance of a recog 
nised religious usa , e 

7. Prohibition of certain actswithin monuments. — No person shall , within a 
protected monument 

(a ) do any act which causes or is likely to cause damage or injury to 
any part of the monument ; or 

(b ) discharge any fire-arms: or 

(c) cook or consume food except in areas , if any permitted to be 
used for that purpose ; or 

(d ) hawk or sell any goods or wares or canvass any custom for such 
goods or wares or display any advertisement in any fo mor show a visitor 
round for monetary consideration , except under the authority of, or under 
and in accordance with the conditions of a licence granted_by, an Archaeo 
loyical Officer ; or 

(e) beg for alms; or 

(f ) violate any practice , usage or custom applicable to or observed 
in the monument: or 

(g ) bring , for any purpose other than maintenance of the mor.u. 
ment, 

(i) any animal, or 

(ii) any vehicle except in areas reserved for the parking ther :of, 
8. Penalty . Whoever 

(i) unlawfully enters any protected monument or part thereof at a 
time when , under these rules, it is not to be kept open , or 

( ii) unlawfully enters any pro ected monunent in respect of which 
an order has been made under rule 4 or rule 5 , or 

(iii) contravene; any of the provisions of rule 6 or rule 7 shill be 
punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees. 


CHAPTER III 
CONSTRUCTIOV AND OTHER OPERATIONS 

IN PROTECTED AREAS 
9 . Permission required for construction etc.- (1) No person shall undertake 
any construction or mining.operation within a protected are except under 
ard in accordance with a permission granted in this behalf by the Govern . 
ment. 

Every application for permission under sub-rule (1) shall be made 
of the Government in Firm I at least thre : months before the date of 
commencement of the construction or operation . 

CHAPTER IV 
REPORT ON EXCAVATED ANTIQUITIES BY 

AN ARCHAEOLOGICAL OFFICER 
10. Form of report by an Archaeological Officer . - Where, as a result of an 
excavation m de by an Archaeological Officer in any area under sect on 21 
or 22, any antiquities are discovered , the Archaeological Officer :hall , as 
soon as practicable , submit a report in Form II r Form III, to the Govern 
ment through the Director , on the antiquities recoyered during the 
excavation . 


CHAPTER V 
MOVING OF ANTIQUITIES FROM CERTAIN AREAS 
11. Ap l cation for moving antiquities,---Every applicat on for permission to 
move any a utiquities or any class of antiquiti s in respect of which a notifi 
cation has been issued under sub-section (1) of section 25 shall be male n 
Form IV to the Director at least three months before the propused dute of 
themoving. 

12. Grant or refusal of permission . - On receipt of an application un er 
rule 11, the Director may , after making such enquiry as he may deem 
necessary , giant permission for the moving of all or any of the antiquities or, 
for reasons to be recrded , refuse such permission . 

13. Appeal. - Any, person aggrieved by an order of the Drector under 
rule 12 m y prefer al appeal to the Government, and the decision of the 
Government on such appel:hall be final. 


CHAPTER VI 
MINING OPERATION AND CONSTRUCTION 

NEAR PROTECTED MONUMENIS 
14. Nolie of intention to declare a prohibited or regulated area - 

( 1) Before 
declaring an area near or adj ining a protectid mo.ium nt to be a 
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prohibited area or a regulated area for purpo es of mining operation or · 
construction or both , the Government sh 111, by notification in the Gazette, 
give one month s no ice of its intention to do so ; and a copy of such 
notification shall be affixed in a conspicuous place near the area . 
( 2 ) 

Every such notification shall specify the limits of the area which is 
to be so declared and shall also call for objections, if any, from interested 
persons. 

15. Declaration of prohibit.d or regulated area. — After the expiry of one 
month from the date of tie notification under rule 14 and after considering 
the objections, if any , received within the said period , the Government may 
declare , by notification in the Gazet e, the area specified in the no ification 
under rule 14 , or any part of such area , to be a prohibited are ! or , as the 
case may be, a regulated area for purposes of mining opera ion or con 
struction or both . 

16. Effect of declaration of prohibited or regulated area. — No person other than 
an Archaeological Officer shall undertake any mining operat.on or any 
construction 

(a ) in a prohibited area , or 

(b ) in a regulated area , except under and in accordance with the 
terms and conditions of a licence granted by the Director . 

17 . Application for licence. — Every person intending to undertake any 
mining or eration or any construction in a regulated area shall apply to the 
Director in Form V at least three months before he date of commencement 
of such operation or construction . 

18. Grant or refusal oj licence.- (1) On receipt of an application under 
rule 17 , the Direcior may grant a licence or, if he is satisfied that the licence 
aske 1 for should ro ! be grantel,may, for reasons to be recorded , refuse to 
grant a licence . 

(2) Every licence granted under sub -rule (1) shallbe in Form VI and 
be subject to the following conditions, n me y : 

(a ) the lice ce shall not be transferable . 
(b ) it shall be valid for the period specified therein ; and 

(c) any other condition relating to the manner of carrying out the 
mining operation or the construction which the Director may p . cify in the 
licence for ensuring the safety and appearance of, and the maintenance of 
the approach and a cess to, the protected monument . 

19. Canc llation of licen e. - The Director may , by order, cancel a licence 
granted under rule 18 if he is satisfied that any of its conditio:is has been 
violated : 

Provided that no licence shall be cancelled unless the licensee has been 
given an opportunity of being heard . 


20. Appeal. - Any person , aggrieved by an order of the Director under 
rule 18 or rule 19, may prefer an appeal to the Government and the deci 
sion of the Government on such appeal shall be final. 

21. Removal of unauthorised buildings.- (1) The Government may, by 
order, direct the owner or occupier, of an unauthorised building in a prohi 
bited area or in a regulated area or of a building or part thereofwhich has 
been constructed in contravention of any of the conditions of a licence gran 
ted under rule 18 to remove such building or part the cof within a period 
specified in that order . 

(2) If the owner or occupier refuses or fails to comply with an order 
made under sub -rule (1) , the Government may direct the District Collector 
to cause the build ng or part thereof to be removed , and the owner or occu 
pier shall be liable to pay the cost of such removal. 
22. Penalty . — Whoever 

(i) unlawfully undertakes any mining operation or construction in 
a prohibited area or in a regulated area , or 

(ii ) contravenes any of the cond tions of a licence , or 

(iii) fails or refuses to comply with an order made under sub -rule (1) 
of rule 21 , shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend to 
3 months or with fine which may extend to five thousand rupees or with both . 


CHAPTER VII 
COPYING AND FILMING OF PROTECTED MONUMENTS 
23. Permission requ’red for copying certain monuments. The Director may , 
by order , direct that no person other than an Archaeological Officer or an 
Oficer authorised by an Archaeological Officer in this behalf shall copy any 
specified monument or part thereof e:scept under and in accordance with the 
term and conditions of a permission in writing granted by an Archaeologi 
cal Officer 

24. Conditions of copying other monuments.- (1) Any person may copy a 
protected monument in respect of which no order under rule 23 has been 
mide. 

( 2) Nothing in s ıb -rule (1) shall be construed as authorising any 
person other than an Archaeological Oificer or an Officer authorised by him 
in this behalf , while copying any such monume.it , to 

(a ) bring into or use within the precincts of such monument a 
camera-stand, stool, chair , table, large drawing-board , easel or any such 
appliance; or 

(b ) crect any scaffolding within such precincts; or 

(c) use within such precincts any artificial light other than a flash . 
light synchronised with the exposure of a camera ; or 
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(d ) apply any extraneousmatter, such as water, oil, grease or any 
moulding material, on such monument or part thereof ; or 

(e ) prepare a direct tracing ormould or squeeze of such monument 
or part thereof, 
except under and in accordance with the terms and coriditions of a permis 
sion in writing granted by an Archaeological Officer. 

25. Licence required for filming. – No person other than an Archacolog cal 
Officer or an officer authorised by him in this behalf shall undertake any 
film ng operation at a protected monument or part thereof except under and 
in accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence granted under 
rule 27 . 

26. Application for licence. — Every person intending to undertake any film 
ing operation at a protected monument shall apply to the Director in Form 
VII at least three months before the proposed date of the commencement of 
such operation . 

27. Grant or refusal of licence.- (1) On rereipt of an application under 
rule 26 , the D rector may grant a licence or, if he is satisfied that the licence 
ask . d for should not be granted , may, for reasons to be recorded , refuse to 
gránt a licence: 

Provided that the Director shall not grant any licence to filen the 
interior of any protected monument, that is to say such part of any protected 
monument as is covered by a roof of any description , excep : when the film 
is for the purpose of education or of publicising the monument. 

(2) Every licence granted under sub -rule (1) shall be in Form VIII 
and be subject to the followi.ng conditions, namely:-- 

(a ) the licence shall not be transferable and shallbe vaild for the 
period specified therein , 

( b ) nothing shall be done by the licensee or any member of his 
party which as, or may have, th : effect of expo iag any part of the monu 
ment or attached lawn or garden to the isk of daw age, 

(c) the filming op ration shall be restricted to that part of the 
monument in respect of which the licence has been granted , 

(d ) no extraneousma:ter, such as water, o.1, grease or the like , 
shall be applied on any p.rt of the monument, 

(e) the generating plant for electric power, wherever required , 
shall be placed away fro.n the monument or the attached lawn or gırden , 

(f) the filming operation shall not obsiruct or hamper themove . 
ment of persons who may lawfully be within the precincts of the monument, 
ard 

(g ) any other condition which the Director may specify in the 
licence , 
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28. Cance lat on of licence. — The Director may, after giving notice to the 
licensee, cancel a licence granted under rule 27 , if he is satisfied ihat any of 
its conditions has been violated . 

29. Appeal.- Any person aggrieved by an order of the Director made 
under rule 27 or rule 28 may preier an appeal to the Government and the 
decision of the Government on such appeal shall be final. 

30. Certain rules not affected.—Nothing in rule 24 and no provision 
of a permission granted under rule 23 or of a licence granted under rule 27 
shall affect the operation of rules, 3, 4 , 5 , 6 , 7 and 8 . 

31. Penalty . — Whoever copies or films any protected monument or does 
any other act in contravention of any of the provisions of this chapter, or of 
al y permission or licence granted thereunder, shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to five hundred rupees. 


CHAPTER VIII 


MISCELLANEOUS 
32. Manner of preferring,an appeal.- (1 ) Every appeal to the Govern 
ment under the Act , or under these rules hall be in writing and shall be 
preferred within one month of the date of receipt of the order appealed 
against. 

(2) Every such appeal shall be accompanied by a copy of the order 
appealed against . 

33. Service orders and notices. - Every order or notice made or issued 
under the Act or these Rules shall 

(a ) in the case of any order or notice of a general nature or affecting 
a class of persons, be published in the official Gazette ; and 

(b ) in the case of any order or notice affecting a corporation or 
firm , be served in the manner provided for the service of summos in rule 
2 of order XXIX or rule 3 oi order XXX , as ih : case may be , in the 
First S.hedule to the Code of Civil Proceuure, 1908 and 

(c) in the case of any order or notice affecting an individual person , 
be served on such person 

(i) by delivering or tendering it to the person concerned ; or 
(ii ) if it cannot be so delivered or tendered , by delivering or 

tendering it to any adult mile member of the family of such 
person or by affixing a copy thereof on the oxter cour or some 
conspicuous pirt of the premises in which that person is known 
to have last resided or carried on busine.s or personally 

worked for gai.. or

This Industrial Dispute between the Management of the Trivandrum 
Central Dairy and their workmen relates to the bonus for the workuen 
G. 1787. 


for the year 1968-69. By an agreement between the Dairy Manager and 
the Trivandrum Central Dairy workers Union and by No ification of 
Governnent of Kerala, No. 14937|A2/70 /LSWD dated 29-7-1970 , the 
dispute has been referred to the State Arbitration Bard for decision. 

2. The specific matter in dispute is the quantum of b . nus payable to 
the employees of the D.iry for the financial year 1968-69 . 

3. Both sides have filed their statements before us The Union 
General Secretary in lis claim statement statei that there are ab ut 135 . 
norkmen emplo ed in the Dairy all ofwhom are representel by the workers 
union which is the only r gistered union functioning in the establishment, 
that the plant and machinery of the Dairy were donated as a free gilt to 
or Gover ment by the United States of America , that the Dai y is 
functi ning on profit m tive and s making huge profis every year. The 
wor ,men wer paid only 14 months wage : és Ponus for the year 1967-68 
even though the e were very huge profits available for distribution of bonus 
at a higher rate. Hence the maximum amount allowable under law can be 
set on for the succe ding years. During the financial year 1968-69 alo 
the Dairy had ear ed huge profits and hence the Workers Union hard 
demanded max mum bonus as per the payment of Bonus Act , 1965. But 
the management paid only at the rate of 15 % of the annual total emolu 
ments as interim bonus : n agreed to refer the quan um o Bonus to this 
Board . The workmen are entil.d to the maximum bonus as contemplated 
in Se tion 11 of the Bonus Act Viz, 20 % of the annual to al wages which 
may be orcered to be paid to them . 

4. The Dairy Manager, on behalf of the Management oppo es the 
claim of the Union in his written statement as fo lows: He would at the 
o tset raise a preliminary objection that the Trivandrum Milk Supply 
Schem- being an nsti urion run under the Dairy Develor ment Department 
of the Govern nent of Kerala , the emp oyees of the institution have no 
clain for Bonus as a matter of right, nd would according y claim 
benefits . f Section 32 (iv ) of the Bonus Act and would pray for reject on of 
the claim in to o in limine without going into the merits of the claim , On 
the inerits , the Dairy Manager would contend that the Dairy is not function 
ing on a profit motive and the profits if any , it makes is oily in idental 
and the statement of the Union ihat the Dairy is making huge grofits is not 
correct. During the year 1-67-68 the Dairy earned a nei profit of 
Rs. 97,252.78 after setting aside the prev ous year s loss, and the net profit 
for the year 1968-6 ) .s estimated at Rs. 75.000 though the accounts have not 
so far been audited . So on account of the reduced pronts for the year 
1968-69, bonus was paid to workers at 15 % of the total emoluments of the 
workmen as an advice subject to settlement of the bonus issue for the year 
by this board . In any view the Dairy Manager contendo hat if Bon sis 
crdered to be paid in spite of Section 32 ( iv ) of the Payment of Bon s Act , 
such benus may not exceed the minimum bonus prescribed under Section 10 
of the Act. 

5. On behalf of the Union Sri. P. Sivadasan Nair, Clerk of the Dairy 
1. roro a.s WWI aiming the claim of the Union for 20 % of the total 
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emoluments as bonus for the year 1968-69 . On the other hand the 
Management has examined the Dairy Manager as MWI and proved 
Exts . Mi and M2. At the time of argumet; tc Mancernent produced 
the profit and loss accounts of the Dairy prepared by the Manager vhih 
was marked for reference as Ext. M3. 

6. The point for determination in this reference is the quantum of 
bonus for the year 1968-69. The claim of the nion is the maximum 
provided under Section 11 of te Bonus Act Viz . 20 % of the annual total 
wages Admittedly 15 % has been paid by theminage ne tund con cqucn ly 
the balance of 5 % is the additional chain At the time of arg.m nts , 
Counsel for the Union pointed out at the otset that ihe picl rnisary .bjcc 
tion is notminta nable because it is only the quantum of boni s that is 
referred for arbitration . He also reied upon Exl.12 produced the 
Mana ement to show that even according to the Controller of Accounts 
payment of bonus is to be restricted to empoyeeswho are not crned by 
the K , S. R. The workinen here are admittedly it governed by K. S. R. 
Further, no materials h ve al o been place before us by the management 
so as to invoke Section 32 (iv) of the Bo us Ac . Miví, l airy Manarer, 
while in the box has not even sworn t , this asp ct. 

At the tm : of 
arguments the prelimi ary objection wa not pressed on behalf of the 
Management. Hince the preliminary objection fails . 

7. On the merits , the Union Counsel relied mainly on to grounds 
which are clear from admitted facts anie idence in the case ( 1 ) the daim 
is fully justified on the basis of the admitted ret profits of the Dairy during 
the relevant year 1963-69 a d (2) even if there is no alloc.bic surplus 
during the relevant yer, the Dairy has sufficient funds to be set on from 
the previous year . As regards the first point the union relied upo . para 8 
of the counter statemeat of the Dairy Manager wierein i: is ad . itted that 
from the tentative accounts the net pronts for the year (1963-69 ) is 
e tima ed at Rs. 75,00 . Under Section 2 (4 ) ( ) of the Bonus Act the 
“ allocalle surplus" will be 60 % of such avail..ble surp ! s. The amount 
already paid as bo us is Rs. 27, 85.93 (15 % ). Evidently there is sufficient 
surp us amount formeeting th : fur her demand of 5 % which amount will 
come only to Rs. 9295. As agai st this , the Counsel for the Mi:nag ment 
would contend that the admission in para 8 may not be relied pon 
because it was only a tent tive figure and actually the net profit would yo 
down to Rs. 35,277.06 as is revealed from Ext M3. But Ext. M3 cannot 
be acted upon because it is self se ving document and does not fulfil the 
requirements of section 23 of the Bonus Act. 

8. As regards point No. 2 , the Union would rely upon the admission 
of the Management in para 7 of the Manager s s atement wherein the 
Manager sites that during the year 1957-68 , the Dairy earned a det 
profit of Rs. 97,252.78 alter se ting aside the pevious year s loss" . He 
further adds thtduring that yea the bonus wis paid to the workers at 14 
months wag s which amount is admitted to be Rs. 15,271 which works out 
at 14.2 % of the wag s earned by the workers during the year. Deducting 
the above amo.ni di Rs. 15,271 from ihe admitted net potits, it is clear 


that there is sufficient funds for set on for the next year namely the 
relevant year. Here the amount required is only an additional 5 % , which 
comes to only Rs. 9295 . 

9. The above arguments of the Union seem to us unassailable and 
Learned Counsel for the Management has not been able to rebut them 
apart from standing four square on Ext. M3. We have already pointed out 
that Ext. M3 can be of no avail to th Management. Hence we have no 
hesitation to uphold the claim of the Union . 

10. We therefore allow the claim of the Union in toto and the work 
men will be paid at the rate of 20 % of the annual total wages for the year 
1968-69 inclusive of the 15 % already paid . We pass an award accordingly. 
This award will come into effect after 30 days of the publication of the 
same in the official gazette .

(1) Revision of scales of pay monthly rated employees. 
lii ) Revision of daarness allowance to monthly paid employees.

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(iii) Payment of night allowance to watchmen . 

(iv ) Introduction of gratuity scheme to monthly rated employees . 
2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitted their 
claim statement in which they have contended as under : -- 

Issue Ma 1 :- The wages now given to the employees are meagre and so the 
revision is absolutely necessary. The present wages were fixed by the Labour 
Court in its award in I. D. Na 43 of 1963. It came into force in the year 1965 . 
The cost of living at present has become double than what was in the year 1965 
and yet the wages of the workers remained the same. The Management has 
not paid the interim relief awarded by the Industrial Relations Committee for 
Engineering in the year 1965 and also the interim relief recommended by the 
Wage Board for Engineering Industry to the employees concerned . The follow 
ing three grounds may be considered for ordering an enhancement in the wage 
scales : 

(i) The extent of the rise in the cost of living. 
( ii ) The financial capacity of the Company. 
(iii ) The rate of wages paid by the other factories producing the same 

products in the same region . 
It cannot be denied that the cost of living has increased by cent percent. It 
is also to be noted that the financial capacity of the Company is commendable 
and its financial stability cannot be denied . Regarding the payment of wages 
in the comparable concerns in ihe same area , it is definitely higher than what 
is being paid in the concern . Therefore the following scale of pay shall be 
paid to the employees concerned : 
(a) Supervisors and Store Keepers : 

Rs 115-74-145-10-175-15-220 . 
(b ) Turner and Cuppola Chargeman : 

Rs 105-7-135-10-165-15-210 . 
(c ) General Helpers: 

Rs 80-5-105-77-135-10-165 . 
( d ) Watchers: 

Rs. 60-4-80-6-101-8-128 
The employees shall be paid one increment for every two years of service. 
The date from which the revised scale of pay should come into force is 20-6-1967 
on which 

date the memorandum of demand had been placed before the 
Management. 

Issue Ni ?:- The dearness allowance now being paid to the employees is . 
fixed in the Award of the Labour Court in I. D). No. 43 of 1963. The conditiciis 
of life thereafter had changed much and on the grounds mentioned under issue 
. Na 1 it is prayed that the employees may be given a revised dearness allowance . 

The enhancement of D. A. shall be to the tune of 75 percent of the basic pay 
subject to a ninimum of Rs 60 per nensem . In the alternative an award may 
be passed fixing Rs 40 per mensem upto 400 points of cost of living and for each 
two points over and above 400 points in the cost of living 25 paise per nensem . 
per employee may be awarded . 

Issue M 3:-- The watchmen who are working during nights are not paid 
aby night allowance by the establishment. Therefore an award may be passed 
granting one rupee per night per worker, 
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issue Na 4 :-The Company has the financial capacity to pay gratuity to the 
employees. Therefore a gratuity scheme may be framed fixing one monca s 
total earnings of each workman as gratuity , for each year of service . 

The Union concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed uphold . 
ing the contentions of the Union . 
3. The Management in their reply statement has contended as under: 

Issue Na 1:-The reasons advanced for revision of the scale of pay are not 
valid and sustainable. It is admitted that the pay now given to the employees 
were fixed by the award of the Quilon Labour Court in 1. D. Na 43 of 1963 which 
was published in June 1965. The Union terminated the award in great hasta 
in March 1967 and put up fresh demands in June 1967. This action of the 
Union was unjustifiable since they had no complaint against the existing scales 
of pay when they were fixed in 1965. The allegation that the cost of living has 
doubled etc., is not true and even if it is true it cannot be considered as a 
validsground. The work carried on in the establishment is a highly competitive 
business since numerous similar units in this district are doing similar works . 
The Industrial Relations Committee did not and could not award any interim 
relief to the workers. The recommendations made by the Committee was dated 
23-3-1965 and it was discussed even before the Labour Court in tne Proceedings 
in I. D. No. 43 of 1963. The financial position of the establishment is not stable . 
It has not got the capacity to pay the increased scale of pay . The economis reces 
sion has hit the engineering industry very hard . The allegation that comparable 
concerns in the area are paying better wages is untrue and the Union is put 
to strict proof of the averment. The claim of the Union that the enhancement 
must be made as per Annexure " A " is unsustainable and shall not be granted . The 
total number of employees concerned in this dispute is only 7. There are no super 
visors as such in this establishinenl. There is only one Clerk in charge of the Section . 
There are no store keepers and there is only one store keeper -cum -clerk . There 
are only two monthly paid turners who could at the most considered to be 
skilled workers . There is no cupola chargeman . Casting occurs only once in a 
month or once in three weeks when only the cupola has to be charged . On those 
days a general helper is engaged for that work and is given an extra remuneration 
of Rs 2. There are only two monthly paid general helpers. There are only two 
watchers in the establishment. If at all any change is made in the scale of pay 
it shall not be category -wise, but shall be personal scales for the individual workers . 

Issue No. 2:-The financial capacity of the unit and the general economic 
condition of the industry will not admit any payment of a higher dearn253 
allowance. In no comparable concerns in the area any higher dearness allowance 
or variable dearness allowance is paid to the employees. Therefore , the claim 
made by the Union may be rejected . 

Issue da 3 :-It is the service condition accepted by the workers that the 
watchers should do night work and their pay is fixed on the basis of that condition. 
No seperate night allowance is payable to the Watchers and in no other establish 
ment, watchers are paid night sllowance . 


issuc N 4:-- The employees are getting Provident Fund benefits from 1933 
onwards. The Onancial capacity of the establishment will not permit of any 
Gratu.ty Scheme over and above the contributing Provident Fund Scheme. There 
fore, no Gratuity Scheme shall be awarded . 

The Management concluded with a prayer that for any enhancement made, 
no retrospective effect may be granted . 

4. The Union has submitted a replication in which they have repudiated all 
the contentions of the Management as per their reply statement. 

5. The case came up for evidence and the Union examined wwi to ww3 ard 
closed their evidence. The Management examined MW1, marked Exts. Mi to M3 
and closed their evidence also . Since both the parties were submitting that a 
talk of compromise was progressing a good number of adjournments were given 
to them to finalise their talks, but finally the talk fissiled out. Therefore both 
the parties were heard and the matter was taken up for award . 

6. wwi is Shri Sivadasan , Supervisor, Associated Industries, Quilon . The 
summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief: - " I am the Workshop Supervisor of the Associated Industries sicca 
15 years and I am a monthly paid employee. I am getting Rs 85 as basic pay and! 
Rs 35 as D. A. The Associated Industries have a tile factory, an engineering 
works, a paint business section and also a contract work construction section . 
Mr. Paulose is in the partnership of Mathen & Paulose and Gas Production 
Business also . There are seven employees who are monthly paid in the Engineer. 
ing Department. They are members of the Union . I mark the attendance every 
day of the workers and also allot job cards to the workers every day. My 
works are supervision and control of the workers in the machine section as well 
29 in the foundry section and the clerical work as far as the workshop is 
concerned . There are no other supervisors in the machine and foundry sections. 
if there is any machine trouble I am giving instructions to the workers and also 
helping them in repairs . There is a Foreman in the machine section. I am giving 
instructions to the Foreman also . The staff in our establishment is not divided cate . 
gorywise . I am getting my salary now as per the award in I. D. 43 of 1963. Now 
the cost of living has increased much and it has become impossible to eak oul 
a livelihood with the meagre salary which I receive. The Company has got 
the necessary financial capacity to pay the enhanced salary . There are other 
Companies also which are doing the same work . But similar persons employed in 
those concerns are getting better salary than me. A wage Board was constituted in 
the year 1965 to revise the wages of the engineering workers. But the Company 
has not given us wages as per the recommendations of the Wage Board I Bil 
a member of this Union . There are some six more employees in the conceri: 
over and above the 7 employees who are members of this Union . The utensils 
which are necessary for the tile industry sponsored by the Company are being 
manufactured in our section . Similarly all the utensils necessary for the various 
departments of Associated Industries are manufactured in our section . The file 
factory is paying an annual amount of Rs 2000-2500 to the Engineering Section , 
The acquittance roll of the employees of Use tile factory as well as the engineer 
ing works is the same. We are paid 1. 4. also as per the award in I. D. 43 of 
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1963. in the Associated Industries in all the units the employees are given 60 % 
of the basic pay on the first 100 and 30 % of the basic pay on the second 100 28 
D.A. The minimum D.A. is Rs 37. The lowest D. A. paid in the engineering sec . 
tion is 33. I pray that I must be given the Supervisor s pay as prayed for in 
our claim statement. I must get 75 % of the basic pay as D.A. and the minimum 
D.A. should be Rs 60. Otherwise upto 400 points of the cost of living 

a fixed 
D.A. of Rs 40.be given and for every 2 points over and above 400, 25 paisa sho ud 
be given as variable D.A. There is Provident Fund for the employecs, but there 
is no gratuity scheme. For the daily rated workers of the engineering section 
there is no gratuity . Gratuity should be at the rate of one month s total wages 
for every completed year of service . 

Cross: There are 4 permanent workers in the Engineering Section. Only 7 
are involved 

this dispute . These seven are monthly rated and the others are 
only daily rated . My work is supervision of the works done by the others. I ani 
also doing clerical work regarding the workshop . There is a Foreman in the 
section and also a Moopan in the moulding section . Foreman also is looking 
after the work just like the Moopan . There is an Engineer in the Company. I 
have passed school final class . I 

have 

got a specialist certificate from 
the Trichur I. T. I. H & C., Metro Engineering, and Ooranpally engineer 
ing аге the other comparable concerns. In Ooarnpally engineering 
similar . person 

like 

is getting Rs 200 salary. In 
similar employees are getting Rs 250-300 as salary . But in H & C the salary of 
a similar person is much higher than the others. But these informations ar 
received by me only indirectly . I do not know whether enhancement of the salary 
was effected in these concerns. I have not gone through the recommendations of 
the Wage Board for the Engineering Industry . The Management has not imple.. 
mented the Wage Board recommendations. For the Associated Industries tlie 
units are tiles, contract work , fuel pump department, fishing-boat department and 
job works. The fuel pump department is looking after the repairs of lurry and 
cars . I prepare the draft of the bills of the establishment. I know the income 
of the Company personally and that is why I have stated about the enhanced 
financial capacity of the concern . In the Engineering Section there will be 3 to 4 
lakhs rupees worth of work every year. For the repair works done for the other 
units of the industry the charges may come upto Rs one lakh. There was only 
one contract last year for the contract department. It was the construction of 
the E.S.I. building at Cheerankavu . The Engineering Department has been doirg 
several items of work regarding the said construction . The machinery utilised 
for the construction work are the concrete mixture machine and the vibrator 
All these machineries are repaired in the engineering section . The section also 
manufacutres the clamps for doors and iron bars for windows. The necessary 
firewood for the engineering section are given from the tile works. I know how 
to operate a machine." 

7. WW2 is Shri. George Årther, Turner, Associated Industries, Quilon . The 
summary of his deposition is as follows: 

Chief: " I have got 23 years of service in Associated Industries. I am 
the Factory Committee Convener of the Quilon Commercial & Industrial Employees 
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Union . There are 18 staff inembers in the Engineering Department of this Com 
pany, out of which ten are members of our Union . I know the designations and 
salary scale of all these ten people . C. G. Sivadasan is a Supervisor. He has got . 
Rs. 90 basic pay and Rs. 35 allowance. He has got 15 years service . P. P. Thomas 
is a Store Keeper having the basic pay of Rs 90 and Rs 35 as allowance . M. R. 
Khakky is a turner having 24 years service. His basic pay is Rs 95 and allowance 
Rs. 35. George Arther is myself and I am a turner having 23 years of service . 
My basic pay is Rs 95 and allowance Rs 36. T. A. Abhraham is the Cappola 
chargeman having 23 years service with a basic pay of Rs 77 and an allowance 
of Rs 35. K. Vasu Pillai is the helper having 27 years of service with a basic 
pay of Rs. 77 and an allowance of Rs 35. G. Gopala Pillai is a watcher 
having 27 years of service with a basic pay of Rs 46 and an allowance of 
Rs 33. N. Narayana Pillai is having only 4 years service whose basic pay 
is Rs 32 and allowance is Rs 37. The associated Industries have the tile 
factory, engineering workshop, I. C. paint section , fuel injection gas, fishing 
boat section etc. They are also having contract work of construction of buildings. 
There are other staff members also in the Engineering Department. The presen : 
scale of pay was fixed by the Quilon Labour Court in the dispute Na 43 of 
1963. There are 29 monthly paid employees in the Company, out of which 
the Engineering Department has 18 employees. In the Engineering Department 
there are 34 employees who are weekly paid . After the award the I. R. C. 
has recommended an interim relief of Rs 15 per mensem . For daily wages 
people, it was 8 annas per day . Over and above that the Wage Board also 
has recommended an enhancement of wages. But both these reliefs were not 
given by the Company to the concerned employees. The Association has , le 
manded the implementatio:1 of the I. R. C. decision . After the publication of 
the award mentioned early, in the Engineering Industry considerable enhance 
ment of wages are given . The cost of living index has considerably increased . 
But neither the salary nor the D. A. were increased in the Company. There . 
are certain staff members in the Company who are not members of any Union 
At present we are getting 65 % of the basic pay as allowance . In the award 
minimum D. A. was fixed as 33 and the maximum 40 % . In the tile 
Factory under the Associated Industries the workers were given D. A. to the 
tune of one paise per two points over and above 200 points of the cost of 
living index . We are the only set of workers who are not given D. A. linked 
with the cost of living index. There are 5 watchers in the Associated In lus 
tries out of whom 3 watchers are receiving salary from the Engineering Depart 
ment. All these five watchers are doing the same work . The watchers are 
members of our Association . In the tile factory there are watchers who are 
getting D. A .. They are 4 in number . Only one watcher is given D. A. as per 
the Labour Court award . All these five watchers are working on a rotation 
of shift. Every week , day and night work will come intermittently . There is 
no special allowance for night work . In the Associated Industries the workers 
are having a gratuity scheme at the rate of 15 days basic pay per year of 
service. But there is no gratuity scheme for monthly paid employees. In 
the tile factory there is a gratuity schere. There, for daily rated workers, 
gratuity is paid at the rate of 13 days wages per year of service . The monthly 
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paid employees are the only set of employees who are not having any gratulty 
scheme in the Associated Industries. 


Cross : I am dealing with the work of casting and also charging the 
cappola . After casting the articles are weighed by me. In the cappola , Casi 
ing is once in three weeks. Only during the casting days the cxppola is 
charged . After casting there is one week s continuous work . Repairing of 
cappola is done by me. After one week s work , arrangemenls for next casting 
work by bringing and stacking all the necessary utensils are done by me. This 
work also will take a week s time. Thus I have got three weeks work . For 
charging on casting days special allowance is being paid . But I do not know 
the quantum of such allowance. There are ten employees who are members 
of our Association . (Q ) Why do you call yourself staff members ? (A ) We 
have got our attendance register just like any other set of staff . I am not 
doing any clerical work . I am a turner. There are three more turners in the 
factory. But they do not sign in the attendance register and I do not consider 
them as staff members. Out of 4 turners 2 are daily rated workers. The other 
two are monthly rated workers . There are 34 daily rated employee : They 
are working in the moulding section , steel work section and also smithy section . 
Kakky also is a turner who is doing the same work for the last 25 years. Vesu 
Pillai died since two weeks. I do not know the date of the recomiendations 
made by the I. R. C. The Wage Board recommendation was after 1901. The 
Associated Industries is having the construction work of the E. S. I. hospital 
at Cheerankavu . The steel works are being done in this establishment for ard 
on behalf of the said construction work . Poorampally Workshop, Metro 
Engineering Works etc., are concerns which are smaller than the Engineering 
Department of the Associated Industries . In the Metro Engineering Works an 
employee is getting 6 or 7 rupees per day . The Foreman of the Metro Engi 
neering work used to come to our Workshop to purchase articles. The afure. 
mentioned information as given by him . But in Metro there ar only 7 or 8 
employees. 


Re: H & C , Kundara Electrical and Allied Industries etc., are compa 
rable concerns with the Associated Industries. 


8. WW3 is Shri S. Thyagarajan , who is the Secretary of the Commercial 
& Industrial Employees Association. The summary of his deposition is 
follows: 


AS 


" 12 staff members of the Associated Industries are members of our Union 
out of whom 8 are in the Engineering Department. The scales of pay of these 
people were fixed by the Labour Court, Quilon in its award in I. D. 4 ? of 1963. 
This court also has passed an award in I. D. 3 of 1968. The salary prescribe ! 
in I. D. 3 of 1968 is enjoyed by sil the staff members in the Company except 1. 
The award in I. D. 43 of 1963 was terminated and then demands were submited 
by the Association to the emplever. I think the termination of the award was 
in the year 1967. After the award in I. D. 13 of 1963 the cost of living he s 
gone up much and the cost of living index is about double than that of the 
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year 1963. During this period almost all the industrial workers in the area 

given enhanced salary scale either by agreements or by awards or 
by . minimum wages notifications. This establislument has got the financial capa 
city to enhance the rate of wages. The Wage Board as well as the Industria 
Relations Committee have also enhanced the rate of wages in the year 1965 
and 1966. Mr. C. M. Paulose was a member of the Industrial Relations Coin 
mittee (Engineering) . But the decision taken by the committec where in C. M. 
Paulose himself was member was not implemented by this establishment. 
The Wage Board recommendations were also not accepted by the eruployer. 
Even in the other units run by the Associated Industries, the employees are 
getting better wages than the employees in the Engineering Departmert. I do 
not know whether a separate balance -sheet is kept for the Engineering Depart. 
ment by the Associated Industries. Except 4 all the 5 people out of the mem . 
bers of our union were given enhanced rates of wages as per the award in 
I. D , 3 of 1968. The one man is given an yearly contract with an ever increas 
ing basic pay and D. A. There is an attendance register in the establishment. 
In the acquittance roll also the names of all these ten persons are entered . All 
the ten members of the Association put their signatures in the attendanco 
register every day. In the Engineering Department there is a stall known as K. A. 
Sreedharan . He is the Foreman of the Engineering Department. Kunjukunju 
is the Peon of the Company. Narayana Pillai is the Watcher of the Compariy. 
All the watchers are working as per rotation of the shift. For 4 watchers out 
of the 5 benefits as per the award in I. D. 3 of 1968 are given . The only 
watcher who is not entitled for the same is watcher Gopala Pillai. The 
reason alleged is that Gopala Pillai is the watcher of the Engineering 
Department. But Gopala Pillai is working as per rotation in all the depart. 
mcnts. Sreedharan is getting the beneſts 

as per the award in 1. D. 
3 of 1968 . The other departments of the Associated Industries are maintaining 
seperate attendance registers. The workers shall be paid enhanced rates of 
wages as per the statement appended with the claim statement. 

There are 
agreements in the other departments regarding gratuity of the workers . 
Those people whose services 

were terminated were given gratuity by the 
Company. Before the advent of the Gratuity Act for those people who expirel, 
no gratuity was given . No night allowance is given . We have demanded 
one rupee night allowance per day. In I. D. 3 of 1968 our Union was a parry . 
The compromise filed in I, D. 3 of 1968 was signed by me also . As per tal 
award all members of the Union in the Associated Industries excep ! 4 wer : 
given benefits. The 4 people who are not getting the benefits are C. G. Siva : 
dasan , P. P. Thomas, George Arther and Gopala Pillai. After the rofcre !ice 
M /s. Abraham and M. R. Kakky were superannuated and Vasu Pillai expireil . 
There is no dispute regarding any other people other than these 7 persons . 
The award in 1. D. 43 of 1963 was relating to these 7 people also . The 
Kundara Aluminium Industries , Kundara Allied Industries, United Electrical Indu .. 
stries, H & C Engineering Department and the Neendakara Boat Building Work . 
shop have enhanced the wages of workers as per agreements. I do not know 
the capital investments of the Kundará Aluminium Industry . I do not know 
about the annual turnover . I know only about the enhancement of wasis. 
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Regarding the other establishments also I am not aware of the capital in 
ment or the annual turnover. The Wage Board recommendations were in the 
year 1966 by which the employees in the Engineering Industry were betting 
interim relief . Records to show the same can be produced before the Couri. 
The General Manager of this concern Mr. C. M. Paulose his expired 

llews 
a member of the I. R. C. for Engineering Industry. There is a gratuity scheme 
in the tile factory under the Associated Industries . The monthly paid emplo . 
yees of the Company are considered by me as staff members ." 
The 

examination was adjourned to another date and resume 
on 24-3-1971 and the witness continued as follows: 

" I have produced the documents today . The recommendations of the wage 
Board are to the effect that for a worker getting Rs. 105 should be given en 
hancement from 1.1-1969 as an interim relief to the tune of 12 rupees . The 
said Wage Board recommendations apply to II & G Industries, Neendakari 
Boat Yard etc. All the aforementioned establishments have implemented the 
recommendations of the Wage Board . The award in I. D. 43 of 1963 was published 
during June 1965. During June 1965 the cost of living index at Quilon was 610 . 
But it has gone upto 774 during February 1968. 

Re: The 4 watchers are having lesser number of years of servire than 
watcher Gopala Pillai. All the watchers are doing the same work by rotation . 
The clerks in the concern are having the minimum qualification of S. S. L. C. 
The skilled employees in the concern are having some trade certificates and 
training also over and above their S. S. L. C. qualification . But they ar 
getting a lesser amount of salary than the clerical staff . This is unjustifiable . 

9. MW1 is Shri C. M. Jacob, General Manager , Associated Industries Private 
Ltd., Quilon . The summary of his deposition is as follows: 

" I am the General Manager of Associated Industries since Februly 1970. 
Associated Industries have engineering industries, tile works and agency for 
paint and mica parts . The caiptal investment of the engineering unit is 1.75 lakhs 
of rupees. The annual turnover is below three lakhs of rupees. The engineer 
ing unit has been registered as a small-scale industry. I am prorlucing the 
audited P. & L. Accounts for the past five years of the engineering unit. The 
years are 1965, 1966 , 1967, 1968 and 1969. They are marked as Exts. Mi to 
M5. In the year 1966 the turnover is one lakh and odd, but the net loss 
is Rs 1174. In the year 1966 the turnover is one lakh and five thousand, but 
the loss is Rs. 9182. In the year 1967 the turnover is Rs 1,17,267 but the net loss 
is Rs 16,779 . In the year 1968 the turnover is 2 lakhs and odd rupees and the 
net profit is Rs 6189. In the year 1969 the turnover is Rs 2,17,175 and the 
net profit is only Rs 

There 

are similar small- scale engineering 
units in Quilon . They P. M. K. Engineering, Sasi Engineering, 
Metro Engineering , Oorampallil Engineering etc.,. In all those concerns the 
employees are not given better salaries than the salary in our concern . Tv 
E. P. F. Scheme is applicable to all the units of the Associated Industries. If I 
remember correct there is no such . P. F. benefits in the other small engineering 
units in Quilon . We are paying E. S. I. contributions, That also is not 
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available in the other concerns according to my information . It has become 
impossible to compete with the other engineering concerns in the area . 
answer to a question ). Casting work in our concern is conducted once in ito 
6 weeks. For those employees who attend to casting work we are giving extra 
benefits . Kunjukunju is the peon working for the Associated Industries as a whole 
M / s. Narayana Pillai and Earnest Francis are watchmen for the Associated 
Industries as a whole. Their names are written in the Engineering Department 
attendance register , only for the convenience of accounting . Benedict Roman 
is an employee in the Fuel Injection Department. But his name also is included 
in the attendance register of the Engineering Department so that a separate 
attendance register may not be maintained for a single employee . Gopala Pillai 
is a day watcher whereas the others are having shifts for the night watching also . 
This unit has no financial capacity for complying with the demands of the Union. 
Out of the 7 workers referred to in the reference order there are only 4 workers 
now . M / s M. R. Khakky and Abraham have 

superannuated during 
December 1969 and Vasu Pillai has expired .

Cross - In the Engineering Department including two apperentices the total 
of staff and workers would come upto 30 in number . There are 5 or 6 appren . 
tices I do not know how many are the workers in P. M. K. Engineering Works. 
In Sasy . there may be more than 30 employees. In Metro there may be about 
30 employees. ( Q ) You have introduced E. P. F. Scheme taking the number 
of workers in the Associated Industries as a whole . Is it not ? (A ) I do to! 
remember . In M /s . Sasy and Metro, P. P. is not introduced because the number of 
workers are less than 20. Is it not? (A ) Perhaps their registers may contain 
only less than 20 workers. I do deny that workers over and above the regis 
tered workers are not working there . The award in 1. D. 3 of 1968 is a 
compromise award . K. Sreedharan is getting benefits as per I. D. 3 of 1968 
M /s. Kunjukunju , Narayana Pillai, Earnest Francis, Benedict Roman are also 
getting benefits 

award in I. D. 3 of 1968 . In the Fuel Injection 
Department there is 

worker 

helper. The helper s name is 
Joseph James . The Fuel Injection Department is having a separate P. & L. 
accounts. The Associated Industries have got 5 watchers as a whole . All the 
buildings of the Associated Industries are situated in the same compound. All 
the five watchers are doing the same work . But Gopala Pillai is doing only 
day watching. If M / s. Earnest Francis and Narayana Pillai are not included in 
the attendance register of the Engineering Department, there would be difficulties 
in accounting. In the tiles unit we have invested more capital. But there are 
only two watchers there. In the Engineering Department daily rate workers 
are having no fixed D. A. The D. A. is paid on the basis of the cost of living index. I 
assert that the daily rated workers are having 1 to 1.50 rupees as fixei D. A. 

deny ? ( A ) I can answer only after reference. Out of the total 
number of staff and workers the 4 people referred to in the reference order 
are the only people who are not getting variable D. A. Is it not ? ( A ) Among the 
staff they are the only 4 people. In the balance sheet the fixed assets of the 
Engineering Department alone and the liabilities of the Engineering Department 
alone will not be recorded . The Egineering Department is doing the structural 
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contract work . The accounts regarding the said work also is included a Exts . X12 . to 
M5. The machinery in the tiles depustinent are also repaired by the Tugineer . 
ing Department. K. Sreedharun is the Foreman in the .Issociated Industries." 

10. The learned counsels of the parties argued their cises succinctly 1.1 
submitted elaborate argument notes respectively . Both the learned coun.cls were 
referring to the ruling of the Supreme Court regarding enhancement of wages 
and D. A., particularly mentioning about the three important ingredients indis 
pensably necessary for ordering any enhancement, namely, financial capacity. 
the industry-cum - region basis and increase in the cost of living. The learned 
counsel for the Management has asserted that the engineering uni: of the 
Associated Industries . was incurring regular loss for the years 1965 , 1316 aod 
1967 and the profits made by the unit for the years 1968 and 1969 are unly 
negligible. He has been referring to the Exts . Mi to M5 to establish his case . 
He has also affirmed that Alind - Kundara, Allied Industries etc., can never be con 
sidered as comparable concerns . He has further pointed out that the recommenda 
tions of the I.R.C. and the Wage Boards are not applicable to this concern . But 
regarding revision of dearness allowance the learned counsel for the Management 
has gone even to the extent of admitting that all other employees other than 
the concerned 4 employees are enjoying variable D. A. in the concern und 
so in fairness these 4 employees may also be given variable D. .1. as provided 
in 1. D. 3 of 1968, i. e .. 15 paise per point of the C. 0. L. above 675 of Quilon 
C. 0. L. along with the present fixed D. A. Regarding night allowance to 
watchers; the learned counsel has asserted that night allowance is no ! at all 
paid to any watchers anywhere. Dealing with the question of gratuity , the 
learned counsel for the Management has affirmed that the workmen are getting 
the benefit of Employees Provident Funds to which the employers contribute 
8 % of the total wages and since the financial stability and capacity of the 
concern is nil and the future prosperity is bleak , the formulation of the 
gratuity scheme will not be justified . 

11. The learned counsel appearing for the Union has rebutted all the asser 
tions put up by the learned counsel for the Management and has argued that the 
balance -sheet showing the yearly accounts of the Associated Industries as 
whole are not produced by the Management in order to give deliberately , 
a nebulous picture of the financial position of the concern . lle has pointed 
out that only after perusing the balance sheet of the Associated Industries, 
one can come to a conclusion whether the Associated Industries is incurrira 
losses as contended by the Management. Even with regard to the engineering 
unit he has pointed out that out of the five years the two latter years were 
profit years as envisaged by Exts. Mi to M5.. Regarding Exts. Mito M5 
the learned counsel for the Union has attacked , that large amounts are shown 
in the P. & L. accounts as depreciation without showing the actual fixed assets 
of the engineering unit in the accounts. He his expatiated that only if the 
value of the fixed assets of the engineering unit is shown in the accourts !! 
depreciation calculated as on those assets can be accepted . Thus, since the 
{piantum of fixed assests is not shown in the accounts the depreciation also 
cannot be accepted .

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12. Regarding the industry -cum -region basis he has pointed out that the Union 
has from the very outset asserted that comparable engineering concerns in the 
area are giving better wages and D. A. to their employees and it was the duty 
of the Management to disprove the same by adducing cogent evidence. Regarding 
the cost of living, the learned counsel for the Union has pointed out that even 
as per the cost of living index shown by the Management in their argument 
notes it can be seen that the cost of living indices for the years 1968, 1969 and 1970 
have considerably gone up. Therefore, the fact that the cost of living has 
considerably spiralled up cannot be denied even by the Management. 

13. Now , taking into consideration the statements , the evidence both oral 
and documentary and the arguments of both the parties I am constrained to 
hold as follows: 

The Union has not succeeded in establishing that the financial capacity. 
stability and future prosperity of the Associated Industries including engineering 
unit is commendably good. At the same time the Management, although they 
have produced and marked Exts. - Mi to M5, cannot be considered as to have 
established that they are obsessed with acute financial debility and that thei: 
future prosperity is bleak . Again the Union has not established that the scales 
of pay etc., of comparable concerns are better than the scales of pay and 
D. A. that are being given by the concerned Management to the concerued 
workers, by adducing any evidence. Similarly the Management has also not 
adduced any cogent evidence to prove that they are paying better wages thaa 
any of the comparable concerns in the area 

14. Anyhow , the fact that the cost of living has been increasing day by day 
cannot be denied even as per the table of cost of living indices shown by the 
Management for the various years. Now , it is only just and reasonable on: 
my part to refer to the compromise award passed by me in I. D. 3 of 1968 
between the same parties . In the said dispute there was one more Uricn viz ., 
the Quilon Industrial & Commercial Staff Association , INTUC. The concerne ! 
union and the INTUC Union have enterest into a compromise with this Managemerit 
in I. D. 3 of 1968, the award of which was published in the Kerala, Gazette 
No. 22 dated 2nd June 1970 . Both the parties have admitted , that by tha: 
compromise award all the other monthly paid employees in the engineering 
department of the Associated Industries were given , ( 1) two special increments 
in the existing scale of basic pay, (2 ) one more increment to those who have 
reached the maximum stage in iheir existing scale and (3) variable dearness 
allowance at the rate of 15 paise per point of the cost of living abov. 675 oli 
the Quilon C. 0. L. with a minimum of 42 rupees as fixed D. A. The imple . 
mentation of the award was to take effect from 1-1.1969. It is interesting to noie 
that both the parties in this case have admitted that there are only 4 employees 
concerned in this dispute, whose scales of pay and D. A. have to be revised. 
As far as these 4 persons are concerned both the parties have more or les 
admitted that they are working in the same concern and doing the saure and 
similar work . Therefore, without going into the question of financial cupacily . 
stability or debility and without going into the question of industry -cum -region 
basis or region- cum -industry basis, I hold that on the basis of justic equity 
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a same 


and good conscience, the concerned four employees are definitely entitled to 

and similar enhancement as are being enjoyed by their colleagues 1.: 
the same concern for same and similar work . Therefore , I hereby order that 
the Management shall give two special increments to the concerned people 
in the existing scale of basic pay and also one more increraent to any of 
them who has reached the maximum stage in the existing scale. Similarly , 
regarding the fixed D. A. the concerned 4 employees shall be given the saine 
percentage of fixed D. A. as are enjoyed by the other employees who are con 
cerned in I. D. 3 of 1968 and also variable D. A. at the rate of 15 paise per 
point of cost of living above 675 of the Quilon C.O.L. The minimum of fixed 
D. A. also shall be not less than Rs. 42 per month . 

15. In the compromise award in I. D. 3 of 1968 it was agreed that the 
award will be implemented with effect from 1-1-1969. The award in I. D. 3 
of 1968 was published on 2nd June 1970 in Kerala Gazette No. 22. Therefore, 
the concerned employees in I. D. 3 of 1968 might have obtained arrears for 
a period of less than two years, but more than one and half years. Sinilarly 
I hold , that it is only just and reasonable on my part to declare that the scales 
of pay and D. A. awarded by me in the instant case to the roncerned emplo 
yees shall come into effect froin 1-1-1970 . 

16. Regarding night allowance of the Watchmen , I uphold the contentions 
set up by the Management and so I do not award them any special night allowance. 

17. Although it is pointed out that the Management has Aled a vrit poti. 
tion against the Payment of Gratuity Act of the Kerala State, the issue regard 
ing gratuity in I. D. 3 of 1968 was left open as the issue was covered by the 
Gratuity Act. Similarly the question of gratuity in this case also is leit open 
since it is covered by the Payment of Gratuity Act of 1970. 

Thus I pass my award in terms specified above and this awar) shall come 
into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its públication in the 
Government Gazette .

This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this Tribunal for adjudication by Coverment as per G. O. RT. No. 1268] 
70 /LVD dated 17-8-1970. The only issue referred for adjudication is 
dismissal of Shri Thomas Tharakan " .

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2 . Pursua it to summons the partics appeared and the worker submitted 
his claim statement in which it was contended as under : 

The dismissal is malafide. The charges levelled against the worker 
are all false . It is a case of victimization pure and simple . The charges 
against the worker were related to shor age of rationed articles and gunay 
bags in the depot,whereas the worker was only a helper in the depot who is to 
obey the directions of the Salesman . Hehad no direct responsibility regard . 
ing the control of stock orma nten ince of registers. Due to weighment and 
other causes usually small s hortages are inevitable and such inevitable 
shortages used to occur previously also . The Board insisted in realising 
double the value of deficit articles against which the worker appealed before 
the higher authorities. As a result of this , the President, Secretary and other 
Board Members became enmical and theworker was dismissed from service . 

Some enquiry was conducted through an enquiry officer which was 
an absolute farce . The worker was even not allowed to adduce evidence or 
to vindicate his innocence. This enquiry was conducted against all principles 
of law , cquity and nitural justice. The charge was only related to shortage 
of articles found on inspection , but later on twisted and improved to the case 
of misappropriation . 

The worker concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
declaring the dismissal malafide and illegal and ordering reinstatement with 
back wages and continuity of service. 

3. The Management Society filed a reply statement in which it was 
contended as follows: 

The reference is bad in law and incompetent as the Kerala Co-opera. 
tive Societies Act 1969 contro s the relationship between the parties. In 
view of Section 69 of the Kerala Co -operative Societies Act, 1969, read with 
Section 2 (i) of the Act, all disputes between a Co-operative Society and its 
workmen have to be referred for the arbitration of the Registrar and 
Section 69 of the Act has excluded the jurisdiction of all authorities under 
any other law in force . 

Subject to this point of law , the Management continued as follows: 

Shri Tharakan was employed as a helper in the ratio ı depot run by 
the Society . For every s ıɔrtage fo iniduring the inspection of stock the 
salesmen and helpers were conside ed to ha re joint re ponsibility and they 
were directed to re nit double the value of the items found short. 
Accordingly , notice was given to Shri Tharakan on 17-6-1969 . Shri Tharakan 
by his explanation subsequently admitted the shortage and his liability to 
remit the double charges except for gunny bags for which he demanded an 
enquiry . Accordingly an enquiry was conducted in which Shri Tharakan 
also participated and the responsibility of the shortage was proved beyond 
any doubt. Thereafter a notice was issued to him to the effect why he 
should not be dismissed from service and since he has requested for a 
detailci enquiry, Advocata Shri Gangadharan Nair was authorised to 
conduct an enquiry. A just and proper enquiry was conducted and the 
enquiry other entered liis findings to the effect that Shri Tharakan w28 
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guilty to the charges levelled against him . Therefore Shri Tharakan was : 
dismissed from service. Thus Shri Tharakan hid bien dismi scd for serious 
misconduct which was proved beyond the shadow of any doubt in a domatic 
enquiry held uphulding all principles of natural justice. 

The Management concluded with a prayer that their contender 
may be upheld and an award passed accordi gly . 

4. The worker thereafter submitted a replication in which he bas repudi. 
ated all the con entions of the Management as per their reply statemcut.. 

5. When the case came up for evidence WWI was craniined and Extz , 
WI. to WiO were marked an the wo ker closed his evidence. When tho 
case came up for the evidence of the Management on 17-8-1971 a memo of 
compromise was tiled ty the parties concerned fully signed by themselves and 
their Advocates respectively , which is shown below as " Annexure" .

An Act to repeal the Travancore-Cochin Electricity Supply Surchurge Act , 1955. 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is necessary to repeal the Travancore -Cochin 
Electricity Supply Surcharge Act, 1955 ; 

Be it enacted in the Twenty- second Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the Travan 
core- Cochin Electricity Supply Surcharge (Repeal) Act, 1971.
